Nixon Staff Super 8 Home Movies Collection (1969-1972) 

Expanded Finding Aid 

Introduction 


About the collection: 

This collection contains films recorded from 1969 to 1972 by White House staff members John 
Ehrlichman, H.R. Haldeman, Dwight Chapin and Larry Higby. The Super 8 film stock was provided 
by the U.S. Navy Photographic Film Center, which also processed the films. This collection, which 
comes to little over 26 hours of material, was found in the office of John Ehrlichman after he 
resigned on April 30, 1973. Ehrlichman’s office was sealed and its contents confiscated by the FBI 
during the investigations into the Watergate scandal. These materials became the property of the 
United States Government with the passage of the Presidential Recordings and Materials 
Preservation Act of 1974. Some material was removed by the National Archives due to its personal 
nature. The rest were reproduced onto 16mm color internegative motion picture film stock at 18 
frames per second. It is worth noting that this is not a complete collection of ah Super 8 home 
movies taken by Nixon’s staff, but rather the specific films that happened to be found in 
Ehrlichman's office. Nevertheless, the range of events, people and places in the collection is 
astonishing. Keep in mind as you watch these films that they were filmed on Super 8 home movie 
cameras by non-professionals. Additionally, it appears that many if not all of these films were 
duplicate prints and not originals. 


How to use this finding aid: 

The collection is organized chronologically into 8 discs, with a 9th disc of miscellaneous material 
("Odds and Ends”]. Each segment is given a date range and some "Key Events" have been identified. 
The "NARA ID #” might be of interest if you’d like to go back to the collection at the National 
Archives, which is organized by "S" or "C” numbers (not chronologically].

P = President Richard Nixon 
FL = First Lady Pat Nixon 


How this finding aid was prepared: 

We began with a much briefer finding aid prepared by National Archives staff (you can view NARA's 
finding aid online at:

main guide to the Super 8 films was the late H.R. Haldeman, whose 1994 book The Haldeman 
Diaries provides an incredibly detailed account of where President Nixon and his staff was on any 
given day and what they were doing. We recommend using Haldeman’s diary yourself to follow 
along with the home movies. Most of the work we did was cross-referencing Haldeman’s diary with 
Wikipedia and a pile of other Nixon-related books on our office floor. Finally, we reorganized the 
material into a chronological account. It was a lot of work, but it was worth it. We hope you agree!

Date: Feb 1969 
Key Event(s): Trip to Europe 
NARA ID: S-55 
Length: 21:22 

Description: P leaves a building, preparing for a motorcade. P poses for photos. Motorcade to an 
airport for a departure ceremony. Welcome ceremony at Berlin airport: rainy gray day, crowds 
cheer and wave US flags, P reviews troops, meets Chancellor Kurt Kiesenger. Sign reads, "Welcome 
to Berlin," quick close up of pretty woman cradling a baby. Motorcade: really nice shots of crowds 
lining streets with signs. One sign reads, "Open the wall Richard, Junge Union Berlin." Really nice 
shot following a young man running alongside motorcade carrying a sign. Motorcade stops; zoom 
up to tall buildings where security men are watching from windows. A few staff members run by 
and smile at camera. Motorcade in snow: sign reads "Ubergang Prinzenstrasse," really massive 
crowds everywhere. P and Chancellor Kurt Kiesenger wave, shake hands with crowd. Pan down a 
beautiful building to parked motorcade. Inside, a few quick shots of a formal event. Quick shot of P 
and Brandt on stage. P exits building. Departure ceremony at airport: P reviews troops. Great shot 
of Ehrlichman boarding Air Force One, filmed from doorway of airplane. Nice aerial footage, mostly 
clouds. Shot of two men talking. Shot of Ehrlichman eating dinner in Air Force One. He looks 
annoyed and waves the camera away. The camera zooms in on his food. Welcoming ceremony at 
airport in Italy. Motorcade travels through Rome and passes the Coliseum and other prominent 
landmarks. Several shots of St. Peter's square in the Vatican: Rose Mary Woods and Ehrlichman 
mug for the camera and smile. At an airport: helicopter lands. Roll ends with shots of an airport. 

Date: Feb-Mar 1969 

Key Eventfsl: Trip to Europe, continued

Length: 20:58 

Description: Welcoming ceremony for P in France: huge French flag, P reviews troops with 
Pompidou, great walking shot of soldiers standing at attention and following P and group including 
Kissinger into building. Motorcade leaves airport and travels through Paris. P enters unknown 
building, Ehrlichman walks by and smiles. Inside, pan around guest quarters, including chandelier, 
bathroom, Chanel soap, artwork on walls. Motorcade travels through Paris down the Champs 
Elysees and stops at the Arc de Triomphe. P talks to French veterans and crowd, wreath on ground, 
band plays. Quick shot of staffer giving a peace sign to cameraman, or maybe just indicating the 
number 2. Nice crowd footage as people try to get close to P, nice shots of P in crowd. Gendarmes 
run down the street. Ziegler on steps. Motorcade, nice shots of people with signs lining streets. P 
and group including Ehrlichman visiting Versailles, troops march in formation, gardens of 
Versailles, staffers admiring art and architecture. P and Charles de Gaulle come outside and pose for 
a photo op. Shots of a French market: birds in cages, Ehrlichman wearing hat, zooming in and out of 
paintings. Departure ceremony from France, airport. P waves from airplane doorway. De Gaulle 
and others on red carpet outside Air Force One. Washed out aerial footage. Marine One [helicopter) 
lands in St. Peter's Square at the Vatican. Haldeman and Ziegler smile at camera, look busy. Nice 
motorcade footage. P is welcomed by Cardinals: lots of shaking hands, people smiling at camera. 
Haldeman and Rose Mary Woods, Ehrlichman. The Pope is filmed sideways and upside down. 
Departure ceremony at night: P shakes hands, reviews troops, helicopter. 

Date: March 1969 

Key Event(s): Dedication of Truman Library; Visit from Trudeau

Length: 23:01 

Description: Long shot of Head of State visit / welcoming ceremony (unclear who is arriving]: 
limousine approaches White House. Shots of Dwight Chapin in the White House, talking to camera 
and posing at Haldeman’s desk, picks up Haldeman's phone and laughs. P appears on the WH lawn 
with Head of State and enters Marine One. Great, lengthy shot Marine One taking off. Quick shot 
follows Chapin and another man as they enter the White House. Ceremony: P awarding some 
soldiers what appears to be the Bronze star. Another great shot of Marine One as it approaches and 
lands with Washington Monument in the background. King Timahoe and staff waiting outside the 
White House, wind blowing their hair. Shots of Ehrlichman, his wife Jeanne Ehrlichman, Kissinger 
and Chapin on the beach in Key Biscayne sunbathing, laughing together. Chapin plays around with 
camera, pretends to take picture of cameraman. Aerial footage of the Florida Keys. Ehrlichman and 
wife on airplane; Ehrlichman hides his face behind a newspaper, Jeanne winks at camera. Head of 
State visit / welcome ceremony for (?): limousine pulls up, lengthy shots of troops marching, quick 
shot of staff working behind the scenes. Buses pull up to the front of the White House. Beautiful 
shot of military marching. More staff behind the scenes. Washed out footage of airport welcome of 
P and FL: quick shot of Ziegler, P speaks to crowd, shakes hands. Nice motorcade footage of people 
along streets, P arrives at the dedication of the Truman Presidential Library and Museum in 
Independence, MO. P with Harry Truman, waves to crowd. Nice shots of Truman and P. P sits down 
and plays the piano. Close ups on Truman’s hand as he taps on his cane. Children hold up pro-Nixon 
signs. At airport, P speaks, then shakes hands with soldiers and crowd. Great close ups of soldiers as 
they meet P. P works the fence, cheering crowds. P waves as he boards Marine One. Brief aerial 
footage of palm trees. Beautiful profile of P on White House steps, waiting for Head of State visit / 
welcoming ceremony for Canadian Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau at photo op. Canadian flags in 
crowd. Brief shot of an awards ceremony, P presents children with awards. Shot of Trudeau getting 
into a car. 

Date: March-May 1969 

Key Event(s): Eisenhower's Funeral; Visit from King Hussein; Duke Ellington's Birthday 
NARA ID: S-53 
Length: 30:49 

Description: Aerial shot from helicopter taking off at White House, big crowd assembled on the 
lawn. Eisenhower’s funeral at the National Cathedral: military stand at attention, salute. Then long 
motorcade through D.C, with many stops, rainy wet streets, huge numbers of people standing and 
watching the procession go by. P greets Charles de Gaulle, who is getting out of a limousine. They 
talk and go inside. Haldeman walks by with his Super 8 camera. Chapin goofing off with some 
other men. De Gaulle and P come out again onto red carpet; de Gaulle drives away. Another limo 
pulls up and P greets King Baudouin of Belgium, shakes hands. Strange shots of the ground with the 
feet of military men. Marching, Ziegler looks blankly at the camera. More strange shots of the floor 
with feet going by (inside the church?]. Cannon salute. Great shot looking backward at procession 
with the Capitol building rising above it. Pretty but blurry footage of P greeting and shaking hands 
with various world leaders, starting with de Gaulle, including Thieu and his wife in a gorgeous 
purple ensemble. Shots of Larry Higby with a large roll of paper under his arm, outside under the 
cherry trees. He smiles at the camera and walks around. Military goes marching by filmed through 
trees. A limousine pulls up and P greets King Hussein of Jordan (head of state welcoming 
ceremony]: they walk to a stage, review the military, speak; this scene is interrupted by a zoom into 
a man walking with a little girl in a pink dress, then goes back to the stage with Ron Ziegler's head 
in half of the frame. Back to man with little girl: the man takes a picture. Back again to Hussein and 
P. They walk into White House. Lengthy shots of the spring flowers outside the White House. Shots 
of an event being held outside the Oval Office, pan back to flowers several times. Chapin and 
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another man stand off to the side and watch the proceedings, good close up of Chapin with arms 
folded. FL and P on steps, then they a woman and a girl a tour of the grounds. Chapin and other 
men smiling and laughing together. Camera follows Ziegler and he smiles at the camera several 
times. P and FL on steps, zoom out to wide shot of White House exterior. Two dark shots of 
Haldeman in his office on the phone. A man and a woman approach a faun at what appears to be 
Camp David, try to pet it. The faun runs away. Inside helicopter, a woman sits with King Timahoe 
and Pasha. P and FL get on helicopter. Aerial shot of D.C. taken from helicopter, camera zooms into 
the Watergate complex and the monuments. Duke Ellington’s birthday at the White House: P 
introduces him, band plays, Ellington speaks, P plays piano. Two quick shots of P speaking to the 
press and introducing a staff member. An event being held on the White House lawn: band plays, 
Rose Mary Woods is greeted by a man who kisses her on the cheek and escorts her inside; they 
point and smile at the cameraman. 

Date: May 1969 

Key Eventfsl: Armed Forces Day; Air Force Academy Graduation 
NARA ID: S-48 
Length: 27:56 

Description: Ceremony on the White House lawn: exterior White House, band conductor, shot of 
Ehrlichman and Ziegler talking, P and others review honor guard troops, P places medal around 
two men's necks (Congressional medal of honor?], more military marching, P speaks on platform, 
crowds around ceremony. Great shots from Marine One as the helicopter circles an aircraft carrier 
and then lands. P at naval demonstration. Amazing footage a distant ship that is firing rockets, 
bombs exploding in ocean, P watches as F-4's, A-6's and other aircraft take off and land, planes 
demonstrate strafing and bombing, planes do a fly over. P speaks to crew and then tours flight deck. 
Kissinger and Ehrlichman are present. Quick aerial footage, P and party get off helicopter and enter 
building. Giant commencement ceremony at the Air Force Academy in Colorado Springs, CO: Bill 
Safire makes a funny face and gestures at a chair with the label, "Mr. Suffice,” P enters arena in open 
car, waves to crowd, military band, P on stage giving out diplomas. Chaotic shot of kid and 
teenagers running across the field. Military airplanes fly overhead in formation, cuts back and forth 
to audience looking up at them, cool shot of an American flag (amazing footage]. 

Date: June 1969 

Key Eventfsl: Trip to Midway Island; Conference with Thieu 
NARA ID: S-51 
Length: 29:35 

Description: P and FL deplaning and meeting crowd at Joe Foss Field (Sioux Falls, SD]. Pan across 
crowd, many American flags and also anti-war signs. Nice steady shot of reporters crowded around, 
then equally nice shot of Bill Safire, John Ehrlichman, and other staff; Pat Buchanan throws up a 
"peace” sign at camera and laughs. Another shot of press and crowd; reporter speaking into a 
television news microphone with Ron Ziegler standing behind him. P enters frame, escorted by 
Ziegler; stops short. Brief aerial shot of a field into which someone has mowed, "Hi Nixon." Now 
probably at Midway Atoll: motorcade, white cars: a man briefly looks at camera, marching band, P 
and FL in car waving and smiling, banner reads "Welcome President Nixon." Nice steady pans 
across large seated crowd to stage, zoom into long shot of P on stage, flags waving, crowd cheering. 
FL, Tricia, Julie, etc. on stage. Very long shot of P shaking hands with crowd, nice colors. Several 
shots of P marching back and forth with troops, saluting, the first of which is interrupted by Dwight 
Chapin’s face appearing in extreme close up on right side of frame. FL and family stand watching. 
Long shot of military unit. Nice fluid following shot of a White House staff member crossing the 
tarmac and smiling and talking to the camera. Military standing at attention. Lengthy scene of P 
shaking hands, beautiful: close ups on the faces of people he meets, a military man in close up 
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smiles at the camera in the middle of this scene. Staff (including Leonard Garment?) crossing the 
frame, walking backwards and watching P. Military band, conductor. P and family with a man in a 
wheelchair on the sand; large crowd of supporters with pro-Nixon signs. Nice banner reads 
"Welcome Pres. Nixon." Really nice motorcade; P in car shaking hands, waving, and great steady 
shots of people lining the streets. Aerial shot of ocean. Landing at airport: Hickham Air Force Base 
(near Pearl Harbor, Honolulu, Hawaii). Receiving line. P walks with military guy. P and FL an 
family wearing beautiful, huge red leis, nice shots of all. Incredible hula dancing and Hawaiian 
musicians. Ecstatic crowds, more hula dancing, P waving. Aerial footage of Hawaii. P and FL shaking 
hands. More aerial footage of Hawaii. Dark but beautiful shots of Kissinger and others (military 
types) aboard Air Force One. Another airport, P and entourage looking at military. Quick shot of 
staffer carrying a Super 8 camera. Great shot of Dwight Chapin walking right to left in sunglasses, 
looking busy. A man and a woman pointing and smiling at cameraman. Quick shot of Ehrlichman 
talking to a woman. Nice shot of airplane landing. Welcome ceremony for President Thieu of South 
Vietnam: P and Thieu going down a receiving line and shaking hands, standing on stage, reviewing 
troops. A woman bends to look closer at a booby bird. Close ups of booby bird and seagulls all 
around the compound; great shots of other people also photographing and sticking a microphone at 
birds. Pan across huge crowd of reporters. P and Thieu speaking on stage; several times, the 
camera wanders to find Kissinger lurking behind them making various faces. Shot of P and Thieu at 
press conference in front of gold curtains. A large group of sailors, all holding cameras. Thieu and P 
shaking hands at departure ceremony. Plane takes off. P and Bill Rogers on stage with Navy sailors, 
P introduces them to the crowd. Rose Mary Woods comes up stairs into Air Force One, shot from 
top of stairs; she smiles at the camera. A series of shots of people walking toward Air Force One, 
including Bill Rogers and Dwight Chapin. Beautiful sunset aerial footage from helicopter. Very wide 
shot of helicopters taking off and landing in an airfield. Dark shot of John Ehrlichman on airplane or 
helicopter, wearing headphones and reading papers; he makes a face and tosses the papers in the 
air. Aerial footage, sunset, landing. 

Date: July 1969 

Key Event(s): Apollo 11 mission; Trips to Guam and Philippines 
NARA ID: S-52 
Length: 25:14 

Description: Apollo 11 moon landing, as experienced at the White House. Several shots of P on the 
phone in office. Shots of moon landing on television. Chapin films the script of P's speech with his 
Super 8 camera, then films (Haldeman?) filming him. Great shots of P on the phone talking to the 
Apollo 11 astronauts, filmed off television and in his office, surrounded by television cameras. 

Quick shot of a press conference with Ron Ziegler and another man (someone from NASA?). Wide 
overhead shots of a huge crowd on the street in San Francisco as reporters and the public try to get 
close to P. Several shots of trolley cars. Same scene, from street level, Chapin seen in the crush, 
other staff, P shaking hands. P taking on microphone in front of a sign reading "Hastings.” Aerial 
footage of island, ocean, airport as plane lands. Long shots of Navy ships. Great shots aboard the 
USS Hornet as P, very excited, waits for the astronauts to return to Earth. Helicopters. The space 
capsule pops up in the ocean, the military band starts playing, and the pickup helicopter landed on 
the deck. The band playing again, and the helicopter goes lower. Extreme close up of P, especially 
his nose, big smile. Haldeman and a large group of people wait, much anticipation. Band plays while 
P walks. P stands in front of isolation chamber, applauds and speaks with Neil Armstrong who is 
behind the glass. Great close ups of Armstrong and the floor. Quick motorcade of Jeeps. P at 
welcoming ceremony at an airport in Guam. Sign says, "Guam welcomes President and Mrs. Nixon.” 
Welcoming ceremony at Manila in the Philippines. Motorcade footage as P travels to a meeting with 
Ferdinand Marcos, including two strange, round billboards that say, "Landing on the Moon!” and 
"Congratulations!” as well as close ups of mostly children waving miniature American flags. P 
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walking with Marcos surrounded by crowd and reporters. More smiling Filipinos wave at the 
camera and wave their flags. Quick shots of motorcade. Very dark formal event with Kissinger, 
Rogers, and Haldeman. Shot of water and boats, then traveling on a boat. Someone introduces P 
who is wearing a lei and speaks at a podium. Departure ceremony at the Manila airport: sign reads 
"Bon Voyage, Kissinger and Rogers walk toward Air Force One wearing leis, then P and FL.

Date: July 1969 

Key Event(s): Trips to Thailand, India and Pakistan 
NARA ID: S-45 
Length: 23:22 

Description: P and FL in Thailand shaking hands with well-wishers. A man walks by carrying a film 
camera labeled "Thai TV." Great close ups of Thai people meeting the P and FL, great smiles. 
Motorcade shots traveling through Thailand, soldiers or police line the route. Shots of Chapin 
admiring Thai architecture. Motorcade en route to Thai palace. P and FL meeting with King 
Bhumibol Adulyadej. FL and Thai queen exchange gifts. Long shot of a baby elephant on palace 
grounds. Nice shot of motorcade, filming front of car following, with Thai flag, people lining the 
streets. P welcoming ceremony in India: reviewing the troops, big crowds under tents. Motorcade, 
people waving along the route to palace. View of palace grounds from window or balcony upstairs. 
Footage of guest quarters, including the soap in the bathroom. People lining streets as seen from 
moving car. Wreath laying ceremony. P plants and waters a tree (?]. Farewell at Indian airport: 
troops marching, flags, remarks at podium (possibly Mohammad Hidayatullah, acting President of 
India], Arrival in Pakistan: motorcade footage with streets lined with people. Men arrange plates of 
cookies (?) on a blanket on the floor. Exterior shot of building, with U.S. and Pakistan flags. Head of 
state welcoming ceremony / reception for P includes beautiful shots of Pakistani dancers and 
music, P watching from under a tent. Quick shot of White House staffer filming outside palace with 
Super 8 camera, then Chapin enters the frame holding his own Super 8 camera. Good motorcade 
shot focused on the car following. Airport departure ceremony: flags, troops marching. 

Date: July 1969 

Key Event(s): Trips to Indonesia, Thailand and Vietnam 
NARA ID: S-54 
Length: 31:42 

Description: Welcoming ceremony for P at an airport in Indonesia: sign reads "Welcome to His 
Excellency.” Indonesian and U.S. flags, P and Suharto review troops, nice shots of the two men 
walking and talking. Very quick motorcade: driving past big portraits of Suharto and P. Pan around 
presidential grounds. P and Suharto enter car. Groups crowd around them waving flags, Indonesian 
dancers perform for P. Motorcade footage as P and staff travel through Indonesian countryside. 

Shot of Chapin and another man with walkie-talkies look at the camera, smile and walk away. Quick 
shot of P and Suharto. Motorcade out: banners read "Goodbye to his Excellency," "Congratulations 
on the Moon Landing!” and great shots of people wearing white lining the streets. Departure 
ceremony in Indonesia. Aerial shot. Welcoming for P and FL in Thailand: handshaking, several 
backlit shots of Haldeman and Ziegler watching from the sidelines. Motorcade, welcome signs, 
water buffalo, giant crowd with thousands of Thai and U.S. flags, sign reading "Warm welcome to 
Mr. President and Mrs. Nixon - Timland," people waving flags. Chapin walks in front of white car 
carrying his Super 8 camera and looking at the cameraman. King Bhumibol Adulyadej, wearing 
dark sunglasses, and P address crowd. Motorcade: amazing giant sign with picture of P, reading 
"Sock it to them hard, Nix," beautiful shots of street life, Thai architecture. Aerial footage, landing in 
Vietnam, at Tan Son Nhut Air Base, Vietnam. Welcoming ceremony with Thieu and South 
Vietnamese military. Aerial shots from helicopters. Beautiful footage of P meeting with US 
servicemen in Vietnam. Sign painted on antiaircraft gun reads, "Vietcong For Lunch." More shots of 
P with troops, amazing sea of helmets. Quick shot of Kissinger and Rogers in Jeep. Aerial footage of 
Presidential helicopter leaving with Huey escort. 
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Date: August 1969 
Key Event(s): Trip to Romania 
NARA ID: S-50 
Length: 21:07 

Description: Welcoming ceremony for P at airport in Bucharest, Romania: soldiers marching, giant 
portraits of P and Nicolae Ceausescu, crowds of photographers, great shot of P with Ceausescu on 
platform, waving, great shots of soldiers marching and the Romanian people trying to see P, chaotic 
crowds, P poses for photo with a woman on each arm, throws back his head and laughs a big laugh, 
zoom in on one pretty woman’s face. Motorcade footage of streets lined with people. Crowds push 
to get a view of P. P waves to crowd. Another motorcade, then stop to greet another enormous 
crowd at a big arch. Camera follows Chapin in sunglasses running through crowd. Extreme close 
ups on crowd pushing in. View from guest quarters of beach, zoom in on Chapin and another man 
in bathrobes on hotel patio. Shaky motorcade. A giant amusement park with carnival rides. 
Ehrlichman visits street markets, past meat hanging in windows, buys some vegetables. Ziegler 
runs across the screen as motorcade leaves again. Ceausescu and P in another huge crowd, Chapin 
seen on walkie-talkie. Fantastic scene of Romanian folk dancing, P looking on looking amazed. 
Another good close up of Ceausescu. More motorcade footage leading to P's departure from 
Romania: at airport, he shakes hands with Ceausescu. Brief airport welcome in another country 
(probably England], P arrives back in the US at night, and is welcomed by family and staff holding 
umbrellas, P walks quickly away with Agnew. 

Date: August 1969 

Key Event(s): Visits from de Jong, Selassie and Brandt; Dedication of Lady Bird Johnson Grove 
NARA ID: S-47 
Length: 27:19 

Description: Dwight Chapin at his desk, smiles at camera, gets back to work. An event on the WH 
lawn. A woman wearing sunglasses makes a funny face at the camera as she walks by. P speaks then 
exits with FL. Head of state visit / welcome ceremony for Piet de Jong, Prime Minister of The 
Netherlands: limousine pulls up, P greets two men, conductor of military band, flags, etc. Long shot 
of gardener bent over in White House flower bed. Another event, in front of gold curtains: nice shot 
of P sitting next to J. Edgar Hoover while two unidentified men speak. Welcome ceremony / Head of 
State visit by Emperor Haile Selassie of Ethiopia: first shot a great profile view of the P standing on 
the White House steps, pan across to limousine arriving, P and Selassie enter the White House, pose 
for photo op together, both men speak in front of gold curtains, nice shot following P and Selassie 
exiting the White House and getting into a car. Quick clip of commendation or retirement ceremony 
on the White House steps. Welcome ceremony / Head of State visit by West German Chancellor 
Willy Brandt: limousines, reviewing the troops, both men on platform. Ceremony and photo op on 
the White House steps (is it a Cabinet photo?]: zoom out from two men standing on roof, balloons 
fall from roof as P and others stand on steps, large crowd on lawn mingling.

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Odds and Ends 


S-56 through S-204 are collected into compilation reels. These were short work prints of 50' in 
length. Many of these work prints were simply lower-quality copies of reels contained in the 
chronological series; we eliminated the duplicates from this DVD collection. We also noted all 
instances where segments are clearly related to other segments. For example, S-l 90 and S-l 91, 
contained in Compilation 9, were filmed at the White House during the Apollo 11 moon landing, and 
are clearly related to S-52, or "July 1 969."
